People Are More Fond of Giving Advice Than Receiving It— Denies that Près» is "Flaming 
Sword," Barring Way to Participation in Public Affairs—Advocates Public Recreation Cen- 
tres as Fitting Memorials to Gallant Fighters—Ministers Receive Poor Salary and School 
* Teachers Are Little Better Off— Public Officials Should Be Young Men. 





Yesterday afternoon McGill students 
had the opportunity of bearing one of 
Canada's foremost Journalists in the 
person of Sir John Willi son, who 
spoke at the Union on the topic of 
"Civic and National Problems. - ' These 
were dealt with by a man who is 
broad-minded enough to view them in 
an impartial light and in addition Is 
capable of presenting feasible solu- 
tions. _ 

Professor Leacock. who introduced 
the speaker, made a brief reference 
(o the amount of patriotic, as well as 
public, work which Sir John has car- 
ried on. The latter opened his re- 
marks by statiug that the amount of 
I criticism and advice which has been 
offered during the past four years has 
been enormous. Since 1914, he said, 
the Dominion and Provincial Parlia- 
, menu have received as much advice 
as did Lincoln throughout the whole 
lof the American Civil War. To-day 
j we are ail the counsellors of those 
i in authority, and in such a demo- 
cratic country as Canada we are just 
us free to give advice as to accept it. 

For a number of years, Sir John 
went on, his principal business had 
been to give advice; the journalist 
Icarus, however, to respect public 
judgment , as he knows that there is 
a good deal of importance to be at- 
tached to it. There is much critic- 
ism of the Government by people who 
i should not have the right to vote, even 
j In a village. Sir John referred to 
; Goldwin Smith, who used to state that 
• be voted as his butler instructed him; 
.too many people neglect enquiry into 
the quality of their municipal candi- 
dates. The average politician is much 
more to be respected than the man 
'of wealth, who sits In his study and 
denounces all municipal officers as a 
class. 

It has often be/n said that the press, 
by personal attack, kept the best men 
out of politics, but who can tell with 
any degree of Burety, who is the best 
man? On the other hand, the press 
is generally a most disinterested or- 
gan in public affairs. It is extreme- 
ly doubtful whether after all the press 
Is the "flaming sword," barring the 
way to participation in public affairs. 

Sir John was not desirous that 
party politics should divide the peo- 
ple in public affairs. Many Cana- 
'. dians take their politics to their pray- 
«i -meetings, and this condition is just 
as frequently to be found in the 
United States. The chaplains who 
quarrelled in the trenches over their 
respective religions were about to be 
reconciled. One of them said to the 
other, "After all, we are both serving 
the same master, but you are serving 
[ Him in your way, and I am serving 
I Him in His." 

Speaking of the essential* to a 
I strong government, Sir John claimed 
that it was necessary to have therein 
scientific experts and a proper repré- 
sentai ion of the female population. A 
government ought to encourage ath- 
letics among the young, and should es- 
tablish public play-grounds, to be 
open as the chief social centres in all 



communities. Such institutions 
would be fitting memorials of the gal- 
lant soldiers who fought overseas. 

An enumeration was then given of 
the various servants of the public who 
are underpaid under present condi- 
tions. Ministers receive nothing like 
the remuneraUon they deserve — they 
give far more than they receive. Only 
a "decent liberality" is extended to of- 
ficers of instruction in schools and 
colleges. As for the public minis- 
ters in the political field, they are yet 
more poorly paid. One man who 
raises over four hundred and fifty 
millions' every year receives the mea- 
gre salary of ten thousand dollars, 
and must look forward to an electoral 
content every four years. 

The public debt of the country to- 
day in on* billion, four hundred mil- 
lion dollars; the future of our land 
depends upon its financial manage- 
ment, yet the Minister of Finance has 
bis salary fixed at ten thousand. First 
class service can be obtained only by 
paying for it, and If the large business 
associations show themselve prompt 
to appreciate this fact, we must not 
allow the country itself to fall behind. 

The next problem treated, was im- 
migrai ion. As matters now stand, 
all that is asked of a prospective set- 
tler is: "Will you work for low 
wages." The immigrants are handled 
like so many bales from a ship, and 
yet we consider it an offence on their 
part if they cannot speak English. 
While in the nature of thing., wo must 
admit a certain number of foreign- 
ers, the restrictions exercised should 
be increased— no Vagrants should be 
allowed to wander into the country, 

Concerning the House, of Commons 
the following words were often used: 
"No young men enter, no old ones 
leave." This, said Sir John, was to 
be regretted. In the business world 
the highest positions go to young and 
vigorous men, and there is no reason 
why the same conditions should not 
prevail in the world of politics. It 
is true that age brings prudence, but 
a nation in Canada's position has 
need of audacity as well as prudence, 
we want men with decision, who are 
prepared to deny impossibilities. 

The Canadian clubs are a benefit to 
the public, and the test of their use- 
fulness is the extent to which they 
are applied to the common good. 

In concluding hie lecture, the 
er stated that while many criticisms 
had been offered during the war con- 
cerning profiteering and so on, the 
same ones had been brought forward 
by critics during the Civil War in 
the United States. Seven out of ten 
of the charges against men occupying 
high public positions were unfounded. 

"The war," said Sir John, "hns 
taught us that charity is a duty, and 
sacrifice a 'service. In a way that 
we do not yet understand the Parlia- 
ment of Man has been established." 

Dean Moyse, in expressing the grati- 
tude of the audience, remarked that 
It was. indeed, difficult to criticize an 
address so full of wisdom and kind 
feeling, and yet illuminated with 
_J ■ . •. 



touches of delicate humor. The "av- 
erage man— the man with two, not five 
talents, was the ballast of the nation, 
and it was he who brought the coun- 
try safe through the war. Care should 
be exercised by the Government in 
settling thp relumed men upon the 
land, for it was generally true that 
as the land was. so arc the men, and ! 
if the former is wild and impractic- 
able, so will the latter become."

THE OB1GIX OF THK CBKSCEXT. 

Tho crescent is more a symbol of 
Constantinople than or the Turks, and 
I it dates from the days of Philip of 
Maccdon, the father or Alexander the 
Great. When, so tho legend runs, that 
enterprising monarch besieged Byzan- 
tium in 339 U.C. ho met with repulse 
after repulse and tried as a last re- 
source to undcrmiuo the walls; but 
the crescent moon shono out so glori- 
ously that the attempt was discov- 
ered and the city saved. And there- 
upon the Byzantines adopted the 
crescent as their badge. . . . 

When the Roman emperors came, 
' the crescent was not displaced, and I' 
continued to bo the city badge under 
! the Christian emperors, in 1-153, 
'. when Mohammed tho Second took 
'. Constantinople it wua still to tho fore, 
aud being in want of something to 
i vary the monotony of the plain red 
' flag under which ho led his men to 
! victory, he .with great discrimination, 
availed himself of the old Byzantine 
badge. . . . That is story number one; 
but there is another. 

The Sultan Othman, the founder of 
the Ottoman dynasty, a hundred and 
fifty years (before the city fell, had a 
dream in which ho saw a crescent 
moon growing larger and larger until 
I it reache'd from the farthest cast to 
! the farthest west. This led him to 
adopt the symbol which had been 
that of tho Janizaries for at least 
half a century previously and also 
designated Constantinople. Which- 
ever story we accept— and we can do 
that with both of thorn if we please— 
it is clear enough where the crescent 
came from. Even now in Moscow and 
other Russian cities the crescent and 
the cross may be seen combined on 
the churches, denoting the Byzantine 
origin of the Eastern rite. 

Where the star came from is not so 
clear. A star within a crescent was 
a badge of Richard I. more than two 
hundred and fifty years before Con- 
stantinople fell, which implies that 
the crescent was adopted by the 
Saracens if, as we are told, the device 
was emblematic of .the crusades and 
the star stood for the star of Beth 
lehem. In his badge Richard placed 
the crescent on its back and the star 
above it; but. when Mohammedanism 
became triumphant the /Turks took the 
star and placed it with the upright 
crescent where the dark area of tho 
moon should be, from which on some 
flags it has emerged. Others tell us 
it is the star of piercing brightness, 
the morning star, Al Tarek, the star 
which appearcth by the night of the 
eighty-sixth chapter of the Koran, but 
I why or wherefore is not stated, and 
no date is given in either case. 

The personal flag of the Sultan, 
that is, the royal standard, displays 
the tughra, consisting of the Sultan's 
name, the title khan, and the epithet 
"El muzaffar daima," that Is, the ever 
victorious. When Murad, otherwise 
Amurath, who ascended the throne In 
1362. entered into a treaty of peace 
with the Ragusans. he was not suffi- 
ciently scholarly to write his name, 
so he dipped his open hand in what 
must have been a somewhat capacious

ment, the first, second and third 
fingers making smcara in fairly close 
proximity, whllo the thumb and little 
finger were apart on either side. This 
early specimen of smudgeography was 
large enough, owing to his taking 
.about tens in gloves, to afford room 
for additions, and, indeed, would lool- 
better with some of the spaces filled 
up; and so the Ottoman scribes wrote 
within them the name of Murad, his 
title and the phrase that bore testi- 
mony to his victorious career. Of this 
remarkable performance, the tughra 
remained the symbol, the three up- 
right forms being the Sultan's three 
fingers, firm and square in the tips, 
the curves to the left his very largo 
thumb and the double line to the right 
his . . . little finger.

"All who are acquainted wtth Rus- 
sian literature and are able to ap- 
preciate its function consider that 
its realism constitutes its principal 
virture and attraction. And it is this 
realism which makes It an Interna- 
tional literature. The connection be- 
tween the realistic character of Rus 
criah literature and its universal 
quality is very well defined by M. 
Venguerov in a recent volume,' 
GregoT Alexlnsky tells us in "Russia 
and Europe" (translated from the 
Russian manuscript by Bernard 
Mlall). "This is what he says: 

'"Are not- all the great Russian 
writers at the same time international 
writers? Must we not place them in 
the front rank of humanity?...... If 

we limit the comparison to the mod- 
ern ( period of Russian literature— 
that is, to the second half of the Nine- 
teenth Century — and if we enumerate 
only the best-known authors, we see 
that its place is quite different. Are 
the works of Tolstoy, Turgenev, and 
Dostoievsky on the same level as the 
English and American productions of 
the same period, the most eminent of 
which are the novels of George Eliot 
and Mrs. Beecher Stowe, the short, 
stories of Bret Harte, the nebulous 
poetry of Browning, the sugary idylls 
of Tennyson? Are they on a level 
with the contemporary literature of 
Germany, the most notable examples 
of which bear the names of Auerbacu 
Freitag, Splelhagen, and Paul Heise? 
Lastly, is the place of Russian liter- 
ature quite on the same level with 
that of French literature, although 
this is illuminated by such talent us 
those of Dumas ills, Flaubert, and 
Guy de Maupassant? 

"'No; we may say it without any 
chauvinism in the individual genius 
of its protagonists and, above all, in 
its fundamental tendencies, the Rus- 
sian literature of the second half of 
the Nineteenth Century is undoubtedly 
on a higher plane than the modern 
literature of Western Europe, which 
reached its apogee, not in tha second 
but In the first half of the century, 
wtth Goethe, Schiller, Heine, Bfron, 
Balzac, Hugo, George Sand, Dickens, 
etc. Has not realism— which qulto 
recently in Europe appeared to be the 
last phase of literary progress — has 
not realism, with us, been predom- 
inant for some eighty, years? And 
again, can any man with a cultivated 
sense of the artistic fail to realize 
how far the famous European "real- 
Ism" of 1870-80, so nearly akin to . . 
absence of the ideal, is inferior to the 
realism of the Russian writers? 
With the Russians life is represented 
with a fidelity which amounts to com- 
plete reproduction, and this repro- 
duction, which attains the very lim- 
its of the actual, is yet illumined by 
the ideal and full of a love of human- 
ity of which there is not even a trace 
in the greater European realists . . . 
And there is no doubt that it is pre- 
cisely this difference which explains 
the mystery of the stupendous suc- 
cess which the Russian writers have 
achieved with the public; and the 
critics of Western Europe. Every one 
was conscious that the stagnait 
waters of European lt'.erature had 
been stirred by a fresh current, full 
of fresh colors, which were the re- 
mit . . . of the organic labour of 
forces which were still young, virgin, 
and Incorruptible.

TALE REORGANIZED ATHLETICS 

The plans as adopted follow: 

1. Development of the best major 
teams possible, (a) Training tables 
for teams — board not to exceed that of 
the average eating house. All men to 
pay their own board, except those who 
can obtain from the bureau of appoint- 
ments a certificate to the effect that 
the athlete is doing out-side work for 
his board. (b> The best athletic 
equipment obtainable, (c) Pro-seasonal 
training for the football team, (d) A 
freshman baseball coach, (e) Dual 
meets in track athletics with Harvard 
and Princeton, (f) That the student 
council of the academic department 
or the Sheffield Scientific School, be 
empowered to call before It for dis- 
cipline any major 1eam athlete who 
becomes Ineligible through willful ne- 
glect of studies. 

2. General participation in athle- 
tics by the undergraduate body, (a) 
No squad cuts, (b) No secret practice 
and no scouting, (c) Free tennis 
courts, (d) Plenty of assistant coach- 
es, (e) Keep the gymnasium open 
Saturday nights during the winter, (f) 
Keep the field and bowl open on Sun- 
day afternoons, (g) Class teams, inter- 
fraternity teams, etc. 

3. Employment of a permanent 
director of athletics. This does not 
mean that the director of athletics 
must coach any or all teams. Ho may 
employ what seasonal assistance ho 
deems necessary. 

We have in mind a system such as 
that employed by Chicago, Cornell and 
Minnesota. 

4. Appointment of a resident gradu- 
ate executive committee by the Board 
of Control.
